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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 35-42 and 51-66 are pending in the application. Claims 43-50 have been 
cancelled. Claims 35, 51 and 59 are amended. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 6, filed 5/1 9/2008, with respect to the rejection(s) 
of claim(s) 35-66 under 35 U.S.C. 101 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a 
new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 35 U.S.C. 101 non-statutory process 
guidelines. 

2. Applicants' arguments, see pgs. 6-8, filed 5/19/2008, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 35-66 under 35 U.S.C. 103 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 103 rejection of 02/25/2008 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 35, 51 and 59 as amended are allowable over the prior art and an 
updated search performed by the examiner on 7/14-15/2008 for the reason below: 
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a. The references cited do not disclose providing liquidity through the pairing 
of two liabilities (term note and money market note) which have the same credit 
rating but are forcibly subordinated one to the other, such that the payment 
towards the principal of the term note is credited toward the principal of the 
money market note if the money market note is not fully credited or toward the 
term note if the money market note is fully credited. 

A review of the claims and search necessitated the rejections below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1 . Claims 35-42 and 51-66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. In the present case, the claims are 
not tied to another statutory class such as an apparatus. Based on Supreme Court 
precedent (Diamond V. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175,184 (1981); Parker v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 
588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 
U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)) a 101 process must be tied to another statutory class or 
transform underlying subject matter to a different stat or thing, If neither of these 
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requirements is met by the claim, the method is not a patent eligible process under 
101 and should be rejected as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

2. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
